ARGUMENTS OF THE RE- 



They Say That Phonetic Spelling Would 
Save Two Years In Teaching 
Children to Bead. 

Spelling reform is a cause which 
has a great many more eminent 
adherents than the public imag- 
ines. At the present moment there 
is unusual activity among the ad- 
vocates in spelling reform. 

Messrs. Funk and Wagnalls, the 
publisher, have forwarded to edi- 
tors, publishers, professors, men 
of letters and teachers a list of 
words spelled in the reformed way, 
selected from the list recommended 
by the American Philological Asso- 
ciation and the Spelling Reform 
Associations. The puplishers 
agree to introduce these forms into 
their new books, if a reasonable 
number of their correspondents do 
the same. 

Answers are now coming in to 
this circular. Among those who 
approve the list are Henry Holt, 
the New York publisher; Prof. 
James T. Lees, professor of Greek 
in the University of Nebraska; J. 
W. Powell, Director of the Bureau 
American Ethnology, Washington; 
the Rev. John Coleman Adams, of 
Brooklyn; Thomas W. Knox, au-

Spelling reformers are divided 
nto many groups. Some hope to 
irogress Inwards pel feet phonetic 
ipelling by such steps as the adop- 
ion ol Messrs. Funk and Wagnalls' 
ist. They base their hopes on the 
fact that there has been a general 
tendency to- phonetic reform 
throughout this country. Other 
more ardent spirits demand the 
immediate adoption ol an absolute 
phonetic ipelling in the interests 
of our education and civilization. 

The arguments of the reformers 
are very numerous and plausible. 
They point out the irregularities of 
English spelling. The letter "a" 
lepieseiUs eight diKeretlt sounds; 
*%" eight; "i," seven; "o," 
twelve; "u," nine, "y," three. 
Twenty one consonants have sev- 
enty ditferent sounds.

There was a tre- 
mendous outcry against Webster's 
reforms at the time, but every one 
in this country has adopted them, 
and the English are considered 
stupid for not so doing. This is 
one of the facts which give the re- 
formers hope. 

The strongest ground on which 
spelling reform is urged is that it 
will be a great saving of time to 
those who have to read and write, 
and a saving expense to all who 
have to buy or make books. One- 
sixth of the population of this 
country is foreign born or of for- 
eign parentage. The importance 
of an easy method o[ teaching 
reading is therefore very great. It 
is alleged that about 15 per cent, 
of the cost of typesetting and of 
presswork and paper would be 
saved in books and periodicals it 
the reform were adopted.
